HE collection of the late Lyman G. Bloomingdale contains a 
number of paintings of unusual interest and importance. Fore- 
most among them is the magnificent portrait of Major General 
Andrew Jackson |No. 66| by Samuel Waldo, a dignified and majestic 
work which we consider to be equal to the well-known Jarvis portrait, 
and probably Waldo’s outstanding achievement.
